To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1962,  prepared 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Points  of  note  in  the  vital  statistical  figures  are  an 
increase  of  1,300  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population,  a 
slightly  lower  birth  and  death  rate  and  a considerable 
increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate.  The  standardised 
death  rate  of  10.8  is  not  far  removed  from  what  it  was  50 
years  ago  - 9.65  in  1912  but  this  rate  was  not  then  stan- 
dardised. In  that  year  the  birth  rate  was  20.53  and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  62  per  1,000  births;  this  latter  rate 
at  that  time  was  given  as  1.35  per  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion, a figure  which  had  a less  ominous  look.  Mention  of 
the  environmental  conditions  50  years  ago  shows  how  much  we 
have  progressed;  much  of  the  housing  was  unsatisfactory, 
water  for  many  houses  was  from  shallow  wells,  refuse  collec- 
tion was  only  done  in  Odiham  and  Hartley  Wintney  itself, 
only  Hartley  Wintney  had  a sewage  disposal  works  and  closet 
cesspits  were  chiefly  in  use. 

As  in  previous  years  the  routine  work  of  protecting 
young  children  against  the  preventible  diseases  of  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  con- 
tinued to  be  carried  out  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  private 
medical  practitioners  for  their  help  in  this  connection. 

In  July,  1962,  there  was  published  the  official  report 
on  "The  Conduct  Of  The  Fluoridation  Studies  In  The  United 
Kingdom  And  The  Results  Achieved  After  Five  Years".  These 
studies  were  carried  out  in  three  areas  - The  Borough  of 
Watford,  The  Isle  of  Anglesey  and  The  Burgh  of  Kilmarnock. 
For  five  years  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride  has  been 
added  to  the  water  supplies  of  these  areas.  Each  year  a 
dental  examination  has  been  carried  out  on  a representative 
sample  of  children  and  the  findings  compared  with  those  of 
similar  examinations  of  children  living  in  three  "control" 
areas,  that  is,  areas  comparable  in  size,  general  socio- 
economic level  and  in  the  same  parts  of  the  country  as  the 
study  areas.  The  results  showed  that  among  the  children 
who  have  grown  up  in  the  fluoridated  areas  the  incidence  of 
dental  decay  was  only  half  of  that  which  was  found  in  the 
children  living  in  the  control  areas,  and  confirmed  that 
fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  is  a practical 
effective  and  harmless  public  health  measure.  In  December, 
1962,.  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  support  for  fluoridation  and  has  authorised  local 
health  authorities  to  proceed  with  the  introduction  of 
fluoridation  schemes  in  their  areas. 

The  need  for  fluoridation  arises  from  the  wide  preva- 
lence of  dental  decay.  On  average  every  child  in  England 
and  Wales  has  had  decay  in  5*7  of  his  20  baby  teeth  by  the 
age  of  5 years  and  in  5*5  of  his  permanent  teeth  by  the  age 
of  12.  In  1961  in  England  and  Wales  28,596  children  under 
the  age  of  15  were  supplied  with  dentures  during  that  year. 
In  Hampshire  in  1961  only  one  out  of  every  62  children  had 
no  decayed  permanent  teeth  by  the  age  of  14  years® 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  to 
Mr.  Broadhurst,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to  Mr.  Davies,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  ready  assistance  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my 
duties .

Population. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  figure  for 
1962  is  26,950  showing  an  increase  of  1,300  over  the  estimate  for  the 
previous  year.  Of  this  increase  228  was  contributed  by  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths.  Leaflet  number  4 on  the  1961  Census  issued  early 
in  1963  by  the  General  Register  Office  in  advance  of  the  full  census 
report  contains  tables  for  the  County  of  Hampshire  of  the  census 
figures  of  population,  private  households  and  dwellings  by  wards  and 
parishes.  In  Hartley  Wintney  district  at  the  census  there  were 
22,101  persons  enumerated  in  7*103  private  households  which  occupied 
35*070  rooms.  There  were  7*089  structurally  separate  dwellings.  The 
number  of  dwellings  has  risen  by  40  per  cent  since  1951 « The  increase 
in  population  has  occurred  in  the  parishes  of  Yateley,  Hawley,  Hook, 
Hartley  Wintney,  Eversley,  Dogmersf ield,  Long  Sutton,  Bramshill  and 
Lot!  crv.-ick:  nost  likely  the  increase  in  the  last  three  parishes  is 
’ rv. our. ted  for  by  the  presence  of  certain  educational  institutions: 

' o^d  Wandsworth  College,  The  Police  College  and  Tylney  Hall 
School;  one  notes  that  in  two  of  the  three  parishes  there  are  twice 
as  .usmy  males  as  females. 

The  parishes  of  Crondall,  Odiham  and  Heckfield  showed  decrease 
in  population,  most  marked  in  Crondall  and  due  presumably  to  reduc- 
tion in  the  military  establishment  at  Ewshot. 

Stanley  Alderson  in  a Penguin  special  on  Housing  in  Britain  in 
the  sixties  series  says  that  the  difference  between  the  number  of 
dwellings  (defined  as  a building  or  part  of  a building  which  pro- 
vides se.-arate  living  quarters)  and  the  number  of  households  gives 
ti.e  measure  of  overcrowding.  The  district  had  only  14  more  households 
than  dwellings  but  this  does  not  give  a true  picture  as  it  takes  no 
account  of  shared  accommodation  e.g.  families  living  with  parents, 
if  they  all  take  meals  together  as  a private  household  is  defined  as 
comprising  one  person  living  alone  or  a group  of  persons  living  to- 
gether, partaking  of  meals  prepared  together  and  benefitting  from 
a common  housekeeping.

Half  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life, 
sath  being  due  to  prematurity,  birth  injury  or  congenital  malf ormation. 
f the  remaining  infant  deaths  the  causes  were  pneumonia,  bronchitis  or 
sphyxia  due  to  regurgitation  into  the  mouth. 

The  commonest  causes  of  death  as  usual  were  diseases  of  the  circula- 
ory  system,  followed  by  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  by 
ancer;  of  the  23  cancer  deaths  in  men  6 were  due  to  lung  cancer.  In 
arch,  1962,  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  Smoking  and 
ealth  was  published  and  since  then  health  authorities  have  continued  to 
rive  home  the  lesson  that  smoking  cigarettes  is  a dangerous  and  for  many 
deadly  habit.  In  1961  in  this  country  19.460  men  and  3 >350  women  died 
rom  lung  cancer.  Lung  cancer  deaths  account  for  25  per  cent  of  all  can- 
er  deaths  as  constrasted  wit1-'  4 per  cent  30  years  ago.  Most  do  c tors 
ow  accept  that  there  is  a casual  relationship  between  smoking  and  lung 
ancer  and  since  1951  one  in  three  doctors  who  used  to  smoke  have  given 
p the  habit;  54  per  cent  are  non-smokers  compared  with  24  per  cent  of  all 
en  '.nd  only  29  per  cent  smoke  cigarettes  compared  with  54  per  cent  of  all 
en. 

So  far  there  has  been  little  national  effort  to  publicise  the  dangers 
f cigarette  smoking  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  restricting  cigarette  com- 
ercials  on  independent  television  until  after  9 p.m.  has  had  much  effect, 
he  ’inwillingness  of  the  poster  advertising  industry  to  accept  for  display 
ertain  Ministry  of  Health  posters  as  being  likely  to  cause  undue  alarm  can 
nly  be  deprecated. 

One  may  ask  what  effect  has  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians Report  had 
n smoking.  An  article  in  the  Sunday  Times  headed  "The  Scare  Which  Went 
p In  Smoke"  says  that  smokers  have  short  memories.  The  immediate  effect 
as  a drop  of  3/=  in  tobacco  shares  and  of  20  per  cent  in  retail  sales.  A 
ionth  later  the  position  was  much  as  before.  The  Report’s  main  effect  has 
een  to  accelerate  a change  in  smoking  habits  to  tipped  cigatettes.  In 
955  only  2 per  cent  were  tipped  but  in  1962  26  per  cent  were  tipped. 

.part  from  filters  cigars  have  benefitted  enormously,  sales  going  up  by 
.lmost  a quarter. 


NOTIFIABLE  AND  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Generals 

In  England  and  Wales  during  1962  infectious  diseases  were 
less  prevalent  than  usual,  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough 
"being  exceptionally  low.  The  total  number  of  notifications  of 
acute  poliomyelitis  was  lower  than  for  many  years,  "being  even 
less  than  in  the  years  preceeding  the  epidemic  of  1947*  In 
fact  during  the  week  ended  15th  December,  1962,  in  the  whole 
of  the  United  Kingdom  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified; 
not  since  the  week  ended  17th  March,  1945,  has  there  been  a 
week  with  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  recorded  in  this  country. 

In  this  district  apart  from  35  cases  of  measles  notifica- 
tions of  infectious  diseases  were  remarkably  low  during  1962. 

No  case  of  whooping  cough  nor  of  food  poisoning  was  reported.

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Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Procedures, 


The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  and  of  their  vaccination  against  poliomyeli- 
tis and  smallpox  continued  to  he  a major  concern  of  the  Health 
Department. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  district  for  a 
number  of  years  hut  as  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  his  annual  report  for  1961  comments,  " the  con- 
tinuing recurrence  even  of  small  numbers  of  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  deaths  particularly  in  unimmunised  persons  and  in  those  in 
whom  protection  has  not  been  maintained  by  re-inforcing  doses, 
emphasises  the  need  for  further  efforts  to  ensure  that  all 
children  are  properly  immunised.”  In  1961  of  the  51  notified 
cases  in  England  and  Wales  more  than  half  occurred  in  London 
although  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  1962  not  one  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified  in  London.  However,  it  needs  to  be 
kept  in  mind  that  even  after  an  interval  of  years  cases  may 
occur  as  happened  in  Wales  where  8 cases  occurred  in  1961  after 
a free  period  of  3 years.

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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination, 

In  February,  1962,  the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  that 
live  attenuated  poliovirus  vaccine  was  to  he  issued  for  routine 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis;  available  for  all  persons 
aged  between  6 months  and  40  years  and  also  persons  at  special 
risk.  The  change  over  from  the  salk  type  vaccine  to  the  oral 
vaccine  was  accepted  quickly  and  quietly  by  all  concerned. 

Only  in  September  when  some  doubt  arose  in  Canada  and  the 
U.S.A.  regarding  the  complete  safety  of  oral  vaccine  was  there 
a slowing  up  in  taking  advantage  of  oral  vaccine  but  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  definite  statement  on  the  safety  of  the  British 
manufactured  vaccine  gave  welcome  reassurance.

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Vaccination  against  Smallpox* 

The  state  of  primary  infant  vaccination  in  the  district 
may  "be  considered  good,  a total  of  382  hahies  under  twelve 
months  of  age  hieing  vaccinated.  There  were  535  live  hirths 
during  the  year  so  that  the  equivalent  of  71  per  cent  of  the 
children  horn  were  vaccinated.  This  figure  may  he  compared 
with  that  of  56  per  cent  for  the  County  of  Hampshire  and  with 
a rate  of  40  per  cent  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year 
1961. 


The  occurence  of  smallpox  in  Bradford  and  Wales  early  in 
the  year  caused  a heavy  demand  for  vaccination.  In  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year  3*346  persons  were  vaccinated  1,046 
for  the  first  time;  these  figures  may  he  compared  with  770 
vaccinations  of  which  518  were  primary  vaccinations  for  the 
whole  of  1961?  Following  considerable  discussion  in  the 
medical  press  on  the  value  of  vaccinating  infants  against 
smallpox  the  Ministry  of  Health  later  in  the  year  advised 
that  there  should  he  no  change  in  the  policy  of  vaccinating 
children  as  a matter  of  routine  before  they  reach  the  age  of 
two  years  hut  they  recommended  that  they  should  preferably 
he  vaccinated  during  their  second  year  rather  than  at  the  age 
of  4 months.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  this  will  result  in 
fewer  primary  vaccinations  being  done  although  this  so  far  is 
not  borne  out  by  comparing  the  figures  of  primary  infant

INTRODUCTION. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1962;  the  general  and  wet  scavenging  services  include  the  figures 
for  the  end  of  the  financial  year  31st  March,  1963. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  environmental  hygiene  work  of  the 
department  several  subjects  received  more  detailed  attention.  Two 
major  projects  were  undertaken  with  regard  to  the  refuse  collection 
service  in  the  district;  the  series  of  trials  held  to  ascertain  the 
cost  and  practical  aspects  of  introducing  a back  door  collection  of 
refuse  and  the  alteration  of  the  existing  routes  to  allow  for  the 
development  of  the  district. 

A comprehensive  report  was  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Sub- 
Committee  after  the  four  month  trial  in  the  Parish  of  Kook  when  the 
possibility  of  changing  the  present  'kerbsideI * * * 5  system  of  refuse 
collection  was  fully  exploredo  In  addition  advantage  was  taken 
during  these  trials  to  collate  other  information  which  enabled  a 
re-organisation  of  the  existing  routes  to  take  place  on  the  1st 
April,  1963a  It  is  now  felt  that  the  maximum  use  of  the  vehicles 
and  staff  has  resulted  to  provide  a regular  weekly  collection  to  as 
many  properties  as  possible.  Details  of  this  work  is  contained  in 
the  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  refuse  collection  service. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  continued  growth  of  this  service  to  cope 
with  the  development  of  the  district  requires  an  increasing  amount 
of  time  to  be  devoted  to  its  general  administration  and  daily  super- 
vision. 

The  Council's  commitment  for  the  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  district  for  human  consumption  rose  considerably 
after  June,  1962.  Prior  to  this,  slaughtering  was  carried  out  on  only 
one  day  a week  and  then  only  to  a limited  extent.  It  is  now  neces- 
sary to  visit  the  slaughterhouse  twice  a day  on  four  days  of  the 
week;  the  equivalent  to  half  an  inspectors  time.  This  has  naturally 
resulted  in  the  routine  visits  to  food  premises,  factories  and  hous- 
ing inspections  being  curtailed. 

During  the  year  an  unauthorised  caravan  site  developed  on  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  district  until  eventually  there  were  150 
caravans  stationed  on  the  land.  Constant  visits  have  been  made  to 
ensure  that  conditions  likely  to  be  prejudicial  to  health  did  not 
develop  and  so  far  this  has  been  achieved. 

The  o iher  major  survey  during  the  year  concerned  those  premises 
in  the  district  where  bucket  closets  still  exist,  A report  was  sub- 
mitted in  November  of  last  year  and  details  are  contained  in  the 
following  pages. 

Prom  the  above  remarks  it  will  be  evident  that  the  year  has  been 
' full  one  and  a certain  amount  of  routine  work,  which  is  the 
t l jf  environmental  hygiene,  has  been  delayed.  In  addition  fur- 
ther work  is  likely  to  devolve  upon  the  department  in  resolving  the 
cai av  in  problem  and  the  allocation  of  Council  houses  will  require  an 
increasing  proportion  of  time.  For  these  reasons  the  question  of 
add: tional  staff  will  need  consideration  at  an  early  date  to  ensure 
that  the  various  commitments  can  be  met.

Action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  was  taten  during  the  year  to 
close  ten  properties  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not 
capable  of  being  repaired  at  reasonable  expense.  In  each  case  where 
statutory  action  is  initiated,  consultations  are  opened  with  the 
owner  prior  to  official  representation  being  made  and  agreement  was 
reached  in  each  one  > It  is  not  the  Council’s  policy  to  take  action 
unless  the  tenant  can  be  re-housed  in  suitable  alternative  accommo- 
dation or  the  property  has  become  void.  Prom  the  ten  properties

Mbre  prominence  is  gradually  being  given  to  the  need  for  improv- 
ing the  sub-standard  properties  in  the  country,  which  although  lack- 
ing the  basic  facilities,  are  structurally  sound  and  not  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  Unless  some  action  is  taken  to  prolong  the  life  of 
these  premises  they  will  certainly  become  the  unfit  house  of  tomorrow 
and  create  as  great  a problem  as  slum  clearance  is  giving  to  the  pre- 
sent generation.  It  is  probable  from  the  recent  White  Paper  on 
Housing  that  legislation  will  soon  be  enacted  to  deal  with  this  type 
of  house.  In  the  first  instance  it  is  likely  to  apply  only  to  pro- 
perties which  become  void  or  where  the  tenant  requests  the  improve- 
ments and  is  willing  to  pay  an  increased  rent  towardse-j.the  cost.  If 
this  did  not  deal  with  enough  properties  a year  the  only  alternative 
appears  to  be  ’improvement  areas’  where  all  properties  would  be 
required  to  obtain  a certain  standard;  gradually  these  areas  would 
be  extended  until  a local  authority  had  covered  the  whole  of  its 
district. 

The  last  major  survey  of  unfit  houses  throughout  the  district 
as  a whole  was  carried  out  during  1955.  Progress  in  dealing  with 
this  problem  in  the  district  can  be  seen  from  the  statistics  shown 
in  Table  1.  Since  August  1955  a total  of  177  unfit  houses  have 
been  dealt  with  of  which  68  have  been  demolished,  50  restored,  7 
converted  to  other  uses  e.g.  chicken  houses,  storage  accommodation 
etc.,  and  51  are  closed,  either  to  be  restored  or  demolished. 

Tables  2-6  are  the  actual  properties,  listed  in  parish  order  and 
Table  7 shows  the  36  properties  which  are  considered  to  be  Category 
5 and  must  be  dealt  with  in  the  future o This  number  is  constantly 
changing  as  further  unfit  properties  are  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Department.

During  this 
current  year  the  Council  have  decided  to  merge  the  ’A*  and  fB’  list 
into  one  waiting  list.  To  be  considered  for  acceptance  onto  the  list 
an  applicant  must  have  lived  or  worked  in  the  district  for  five  years 
a married  woman  is  also  considered  to  have  a claim  but  the  period  is 
ten  years  and  long  service  men  are  considered  separately  after  seven 
years  service  in  the  Armed  Forces. 

Families  were  re-housed  from  the  waiting  list  when  vacancies 
arose  in  existing  houses  and  these  numbered  36,  which  is  2 less  than 
the  previous  year.

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Public  Health  Acts • 


The  complaints  received  by  the  Department  under  the  broad  heading 
of  public  health  are  many  and  varied.  They  range  from  general  housing 
defects  such  as  dampness  to  the  condition  of  ponds  and  ditches.  Dere- 
lict and  abandoned  cars  and  noise  nuisances  due  to  the  barking  of  dogs 
at  kennel  homes  have  also  been  investigated.  In  returns  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  89  properties  were  shown  as  repaired 
or  improved.  Fortunately  all  complaints  have  been  dealt  with  on  an 
informal  basis  and  no  legal  action  has  been  required  to  abate  nuisances. 


Drainage. 

The  main  drainage  scheme  for  Eversley  Street,  and  Lower  Common 
came  into  operation  in  January,  1962.  This  relieved  many  householders, 
particularly  in  Oaklea  Drive,  Mill  Lane  lower  Common,  of  the 
worry  associated  with  cesspool  drainage  which  ceased  to  function  during 
periods  of  heavy  rain.  The  proposed  main  drainage  scheme  for  Eversley 
Centre  and  Cross  will  also  be  of  assistance  as  some  cesspools  are  being 
emptied  twice  weekly  in  this  area.  The  northern  part  of  Wedmans  Lane 
in  Rotherwick  will  also  continue  to  have  drainage  difficulties  until 
the  sewer  is  available.  The  village  of  Ewshot  is  being  developed  and 
will  probably  require  attention  when  the  present  commitments  are  met. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  majority  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  following 
information  :- 

"Water  was  supplied  to  the  whole  rural  district  by  the  Mid- 
Wessex  Water  Company  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  their  works  at 
Greywell,  Itchel  and  Lashanu 

The  supply  was  continuously  laid  on  under  pressure  and  was 
satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  water  was  softened  at 
the  sources  before  distribution  so  as  to  comply  with  the  statutory 
limitation  of  hardness  of  12°  Clark  and  chlorination  is  applied  at 
all  sources. 


Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  and  treated 
waters  were  regularly  and  frequently  made  by  the  Company’s  resident 
chemists  and  bacteriologists  in  their  laboratory  and  independent 
examinations  were  also  made  by  an  independent  laboratory.  All  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

The  waters  do  not  have  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

No  reliable  information  is  available  for  this  particular  area  of

Caravan  Sites. 

The  major  item  in  this  subject  was  the  unauthorised  use  of  land 
adjoining  the  Minley  Road,  Hawley,  for  the  development  of  a caravan 
site.  Between  November,  1961,  and  September,  1962,  caravans  were 
gradually  drawn  onto  the  site  until  over  150  vans  were  in  possession. 
This  took  place  during  the  time  the  planning  authority  served  an 
enforcement  notice  to  discontinue  its  use  for  this  purpose,  the 
appeal  against  the  notice  being  lodged,  the  inquiry  held  and  the 
Minister's  decision  being  given.  This  upheld  the  enforcement  notice, 
that  the  caravans  could  not  stay  on  the  land,  and  has  presented  the 
Council  with  the  problem  of  a large  unauthorised  site  in  the  district. 

There  were  no  facilities  provided  on  this  land  for  the  reception 
of  "■  r avans  and  continuous  visits  were  necessary  by  the  Department  to 
ensure  that  unhygienic  conditions  did  not  arise.  At  first  some 
opposition  was  met,  but  this  was  overcome  and  free  access  to  the  site 
was  obtained  by  the  Council's  officers. 

The  original  persons  responsible  have  now  left  the  area  and  some 
of  the  caravan  occupiers  have  formed  an  Association  with  the  object  of 
alleviating  the  conditions  while  the  caravans  remain.  The  Council  has 
met  its  obligations  by  providing  a weekly  refuse  collection  service 
and  the  wet  scavenging  tankers  also  visit  weekly  to  empty  the  disposal 
pits  .sed  by  these  caravanners  with  chemical  closets.  Without  these 
two  essential  services  being  provided  and  maintained  the  health  risk 
would  have  been  greatly  increased. 

Two  new  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year  both  in  Sandy  Lane, 
Hawley,  and  a further  site  for  62  caravans  is  being  developed  in 
Frogmore,  Yateley,  and  will  be  ready  in  1963*

The  routine  work  on  inspections  of  food  premises  has  "been  cur- 
tailed this  year  due  to  other  commitments.  Visits  have  "been  made 
whenever  possible  to  the  227  places  in  the  district  where  food  is 
sold,  prepared  or  stored  for  sale  to  the  public.

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  operated 
by  Messrs,  M,  & J,  Monk  Limited,  Odiham.  This  is  a small  private 
slaughterhouse  which  has  been  modernised  and  brought  up  to  standard. 
On  1st  June,  1962,  increased  slaughtering  took  place,  when  the  work 
previously  carried  out  at  Basingstoke,  was  transferred.  This  has 
required  some  re-organisation  of  the  Department  as  daily  visits  are 
now  necessary,  except  on  Friday,  Fortunately,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  owner,  post  mortem  inspection  of  carcases  has  been  possible 
during  normal  working  hours  and  only  a moderate  amount  of  overtime 
has  been  needed.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  the  total 
number  of  animals  dealt  with  was  3,167,  which  is  just  under  five 
times  the  number  in  the  previous  year.  In  carrying  out  the  duties 
of  meat  inspection  time  previously  used  on  other  routine  hygiene 
inspections  has  been  lost.

The  continued  use  of  warfarin  is  still  effective  and  no 
difficulties  were  experienced  due  to  its  use.  One  full  time  rodent 
operator  is  employed  and  he  also  deals  with  disinfections  and  disin- 
festations when  necessary.  The  North  Hants  Rodent  Control  Committee 
which  comprises  eight  local  authorities  in  this  area  continued  to 
meet  quarterly  to  discuss  problems  that  arise  in  this  work. 


Contracts • 

The  Council  operate  a contract  system  whereby  business  premises, 
mainly  agricultural,  are  visited  and  treated  regularly  during  the 
year  for  a certain  price.  This  is  a good  method  of  ensuring  that  no 
major  infestations  arise  and  helps  considerably  in  keeping  the  rat 
problem  to  a minimum.  Last  year  38  contracts  were  held  by  the  Coun- 
cil resulting  in  an  income  of  £496* 
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GENERAL  SCAVENGING. 


An  appreciable  amount  of  time  was  spent  during  the  year  on  the 
administrative  aspects  of  this  service.  The  early  months  were 
occupied  in  organising  and  carrying  out  the  house-to-house  refuse 
collection  trials  which  were  designed  to  find  out  the  increased 
cost  to  introduce  this  system  and  the  latter  part  of  the  year  was 
used  to  re-organise  the  existing  collection  routes 0 


House  to  House  Collection  Trials . 


Between  March  and  June  practical  tests  were  carried  out  in  the 
Parish  of  Hook  to  establish  the  increase  in  cost  that  would  be 
necessary  to  change  to  this  type  of  collection.  A report  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  by  the  Public  Health  Sub-Committee  appointed 
to  deal  with  this  matter,  in  which  it  was  shown  that  at  least  one 
further  refuse  collecting  vehicle  and  9 new  employees  would  be 
required.  Broadly  speaking  this  would  have  meant  an  increased  cost 
of  nearly  40  per  cent  over  the  present  service.  Subsequently  a 
plebiscite  was  held  of  the  507  householders  in  the  trial  area  as  to 
whether  the  additional  expenditure  merited  a change.  The  voting 
shov/ed  that  only  17*76  per  cent  thought  the  cost  was  worth  it  and 
in  view  of  this  the  Council  decided  to  continue  with  its  present 
policy  for  the  time  being^ 


Paper  Bag  System  of  Refuse  Collection* 

More  attention  is  being  paid  throughout  the  country  to  this 
method  as  an  alternative  to  the  traditional  dustbin.  Information 
was  obtained  from  two  firms  prominent  in  this  new  field  as  to  the 
possible  cost  to  introduce  it  into  the  district.  Under  this 
system  all  householders  are  supplied  with  one  or  more  paper  sacks 
which  take  the  place  of  the  dustbin.  Each  week  this  paper  sack  is 
removed  and  a clean  one  left  for  fitting  into  the  fixed  holder.  On 
6th  March,  1962,  several  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
attended  a film  and  demonstration  of  this  method  at  Bagshot.  Al- 
though the  advantages  of  this  system  commend  it  for  serious  con- 
sideration in  the  future,  there  are  still  a number  of  practical  diffi- 
culties and  the  overall  costs  are  high.  For  these  reasons  the 
Committee  advised  against  adopting  this  idea  at  present. 


Alteration  of  Existing  Routes. 


During  the  house-to-house  trials  the  opportunity  was  taken  to 
record  a number  of  statistics  necessary  for  the  re-organisation  of 
the  present  service.  This  was  needed  because  of  the  increasing 
development  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  district  resulting  in 
certain  of  the  daily  routes  becoming  overloaded.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  therefore  a comprehensive  review  of  all  the  existing 
schedules  was  undertaken  and  the  alternative  were  introduced  on 
1st  April,  1963*  ? 

Hitherto  the  four  refuse  collecting  vehicles  operated  on  a 
daily  route  for  each  of  the  five  working  days.  A. fifth  vehicle 
supplemented  these  routes  where  they  had  grown  beyond  a days  work, 
but  this  had  been  piecemeal  as  development  proceeded.  Five  new 
routes  were  therefore  carefully  calculated  for  each  day  of  the 
we ck  based  on  the  most  efficient  grouping  of  properties  found  at 
the  present  time.  Provision  was  also  made  to  absorb  the  new 
building  for  twelve  months  ahead  and  also  to  permit  a vehicle  to 
remain  at  the  depot  for  servicing  every  Wednesday. 
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The  question  of  improving  the  service  to  as  many  existing  pro- 
perties was  also  taken  into  account  in  the  re-organisation  where  it 
was  known  that  the  frequency  was  less  than  weekly;  and  it  could  he 
economically  justified*  This  now  means  that  out  of  approximately 
8,200  properties  in  the  area  only  l6l  are  on  a fortnightly  collection 
and  only  22  on  a monthly.  For  a rural  district  with  many  scattered 
and  isolated  properties  this  is  a high  standard  to  have  obtained  and 
it  is  felt  that  the  present  allocation  of  work  is  the  most  suitable 
and  efficient  under  the  existing  system. 


Present  Service, 


One  has  only  to  look  back  to  the  cold  snowfilled  winter  months 
to  appreciate  the  difficulties  of  carrying  out  a regular  refuse 
collection  in  a rural  area.  In  spite  of  the  extreme  weather  con- 
ditions, collections  were  maintained  at  least  in  the  centre  of  the 
villages  and  to  the  most  populated  parts  of  the  district.  The  1st 
of  January  was  the  only  da^  on  which  the  vehicles  did  not  venture 
out  onto  the  treacherous  roads;  this  was  spent  in  digging  a way 
through  the  snow  drifts  which  blocked  the  entrance  to  the  Council’s 
depot,  I particularly  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  fore- 
mans Mr.  V.  Hillier,  and  the  refuse  collectors  who  tried  so  hard 
under  exceptionally  adverse  conditions.  The  lifting  and  carrying 
of  heavy  dustbins,  when  it  is  difficult  to  even  walk  on  ice  packed 
roads  and  verges,  is  no  mean  accomplishment. 

That  the  commitment  for  the  service  has  continued  to  grow  can 
be  seen  from  the  tables  in  the  appendix  of  the  report.  During  the 
year  an  estimated  39 >363  cubic  yards  of  refuse  were  collected  an 
increase  of  2,462  cubic  yards  or  6.4  per  cent  on  last  year.  The 
development  of  the  district  can  be  assessed  when  it  is  realised  that 
this  quantity  is  21 Q2  per  cent  more  refuse  than  was  being  dealt  with 
five  years  ago. 


Labour. 

There  have  been  no  undue  labour  difficulties  during  the  year 
and  only  one  employee  left  the  Council’s  service.  A replacement 
was  obtained  and  the  strength  of  the  service  was  increased  by  one 
additional  collector  who  was  employed  in  May,  1962.  As  well  as 
paying  the  nationally  negotiated  wage  rate  the  Council  also  provide 
a bonus  on  salvage  sales.  This  amounts  to  25  per  cent  of  the  total 
income  and  during  the  year  each  man  received  an  average  of  18s.  3d, 
per  week.  This  is  an  increase  of  6d  on  the  previous  year,  and  is  a 
governing  factor  in  retaining  the  present  staff. 


Vehicles , 

All  the  refuse  freighters  are  of  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  manufacture. 
The  Council  own  six  vehicles,  five  being  in  regular  use  and  one  is 
kept  in  reserve.  A new  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  was  purchased  in  February, 
1962.,  as  an  addition  to  the  fleet.  The  total  distance  covered  by  the 
vehicles  during  the  year  was  42,011  miles.  The  oldest  vehicle  in  use 
is  the  small  side-loader  which  is  15  years  old  and  due  to  be  replaced 
in  1963. 


Disposal o 

All  refuse  from  the  district  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  Hazeley  Heath,  Hartley  Wintney.  A disused  gravel  pit  is  being 
infilled  and  there  is  tipping  space  for  approximately  2-3  years  when 
the:  present  lease  ends.  A new  bulldozer  was  purchased  in  June,  1962, 
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a machine  specially  adapted  for  working  on  refuse  tips.  No  undue 
difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year,  although  due  to 
sickness,  only  the  bulldozer  driver  was  operating  at  the  tip  for 
approximately  six  months.  It  is  now  possible  to  utilise  an  addi- 
tional labourer  in  the  afternoons  to  assist  in  keeping  the  tip 
tidy.  A reasonable  amount  of  covering  material  in  the  form  of 
excess  earth  and  sub-soil  was  obtained  during  the  year  from  road 
works  and  building  contractors  in  the  district.  A visiting  Mini- 
stry official  thought  the  standard  of  the  tip  was  as  high  as  any 
he  had  seen  in  his  visits  in  the  country. 


Salvage . 

The  Council  continued  to  sell  clean  waste  paper,  cardboard, 
metals  and  rags.  The  total  income  was  £3,968.  8s.  9d.  which  is 
slightly  less  than  the  previous  year.  This  was  due  to  the  abnormal 
weather  conditions  after  Christmas  when  it  was  unsafe  to  use  the 
trailers  and  resulted  in  a consequent  reduction  of  the  amount  of 
salvage  collected. 


Hartley  Wintney  Depot. 

Some  alteration  will  soon  be  required  at  the  depot,  to  allow 
for  the  expanding  service.  At  the  present  time  one  vehicle  has  no 
garage  and  the  mess  room  and  facilities  are  becoming  inadequate. 
Improvements  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
recommendations  have  been  submitted. 


WET  SCAVENGING. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  in  the  appendix  relating  to  this 
subject  that  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  on  this  service. 
This  is  due  partly  to  the  lowering  of  the  charges  for  cesspool 
emptying,  (they  were  reduced  by  50  per  cent  on  1st  April,  1961) 
and  the  introduction  on  1st  April,  1962,  of  two  free  emptyings  a 
year,  (one  in  April  - September  and  the  other  in  the  period 
October  - March) . A total  of  80  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the 
year  which  had  not  been  done  before  and  some  of  these  were  new 
cesspools.  The  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district  is  only  46 
less  than  it  was  two  years  ago  in  spite  of  the  sewerage  schemes  in 
Yateley,  Hawley  and  Eversley.  It  seems  probable  that  new  cesspools 
for  properties  erected  outside  the  sewered  areas  will  continue  to 
increase;  there  are  approximately  1,500  cesspools  in  the  district 
which  is  roughly  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  properties. 


Disposal  of  Cesspool  Contents. 

This  matter  has  caused  some  concern  during  the  year  and  suitable 
disposal  points  are  difficult  to  arrange.  There  are  only  two  sewage 
disposal  works  serving  the  district  which  are  large  enough  to  acco- 
modate the  flow  of  sewage  and  the  discharge  of  the  tankers.  Dis- 
posal on  agricultural  land  is  fraught  with  difficulties  and  requires 
strict  control,  apart  from  the  fact  that  only  a limited  amount  can 
be  disposed  of  in  this  way.  Another  alternative  is  by  means  of  land 
irrigation  which  is  economically  less  acceptable  as  well  as  the 
practical  problem  of  finding  suitable  land  for  this  purpose.  This 
aspect  of  the  service  will  require  more  detailed  study  in  the  current 
year  to  try  and  provide  a solution  to  a heavy  commitment. 
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Vehicles . 

Two  tankers  have  "been  engaged  full  time  on  this  service  and  a 
third  tanker  has  "been  "brought  into  use  as  necessary.  This  third 
vehicle  will  continue  to  he  committed  to  an  increasing  degree, 
particularly  as  longer  hauls  are  now  necessary  to  the  disposal 
points.  The  stand-by  vehicle  is  16  years  old  and  will  need  replac- 
ing next  year. 


Bucket  Closets . 


The  Council  provide  a free  bucket  emptying  service  to  certain 
properties  in  the  district  and  an  average  just  over  200  premises 
were  visited  twice  a week.  A report  was  submitted  in  November 
showing  the  uneconomic  cost  of  this  service  and  continuous  effort 
is  made  to  rid  the  district  of  as  many  as  possible.  There  are  an 
estimated  682  premises  with  bucket  closets  in  the  district  at 
present •
